KNIGHTED BY KING OF ITALY. 


George M. Pullman died of heart disease 
at his-residence at 1729 Prairie avenue at 5 
o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Pullman had complained of iIliness 
early last evening, but no one thought he 
was in a serious condition. 

As was his custom, Mr. Pullman had a 
friend stop with him over night. 

Early this morning the friend heard a 
clicking of glass in Mr. Pullman’s bedcham- 
ber, as if he were taking medicine. 

The friend rushed to the apartment in tims 
to see Mr. Pullman make his way to a sofa, 
‘where he fell heavily, gasping for breath. 

Medical aid was summoned, but before the 
doctor arrived the patient had breathed his 


GEORGE M. PULLMAN, 
last. Before he expired he groaned inar- 
ticulate words. 

Mr. Pullman was President of Pullman’s 
Palace Car company, founder of the city 
that bears his name, and known over the 
world as an American millionaire, who had 
been knighted by the King of Italy. 

Mr. Pullman leaves a large fortune to a 
widow and four children, two sons and two 


daughters. 
Mr. Pullman's death by many will be at- 


tributed to the strain of the big Debs strike, 
which at the time made him ill. 


Biography of Mr. Pullman. 

George M. Pullman was a native of the 
Village of Brocton, Chautauqua County, N. 
Y., and was born on March 3, 1831. ‘His 
father, James Lewis Pullman, was a native 
of Rhode Island, a mechanic by occupation. 
His mother, Emily Caroline (Minton) Pull- 
man, was a woman of rare good sense and 
womanly virtues; she was a daughter of 
games Minton of Auburn, N. V. 
George M.. aside from careful home train- 
‘Ing, received a good common school educa- 
tion. and while yet a boy disclosed that in- 
dependence and self-reliance and manly per- 
-gistence that have characterized his subse- 
quent life and been such important factors 
in his remarkable success. He was full of 
original ideas, and had much inventive 
genius; and, best of all, hada practicality in 
his ideas and a perseverance and constancy

them to good account.

The Pioneer made its first 
trip as a part of the train which bore the re- 
mains of President Lincoln from Washing- 
ton to their final resting place at Springfield. 
It was not long before the cars ceased to be 
regarded simply a luxury, and was demand- 
ed by the traveling public as a necessity, 
and all the leading railroads in the country 
were ready to gratify the wishes of their 
patrons. This popular demand was a vindica- 
tion of Mr. Pullman’s advanced ideas, that 
the public would be willing to pay for what- 
ever would remove the discomforts of travel 
and add to it the comforts and luxuries of 
home, and it is in fugtherance of those ideas 
that has come the vestibule train of more re- 


cent years. 


Pullman Company Organized. 

The demand for these cars led to the or- 
ganization of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany, Feb. 22, 1867, whose operations had be- 
come so extensive in 1880 that new works 
and larger and more improved facilities were 
required. Here was offered an opportunity 
of testing a plan which he had long cherished 
of building a town, to comprise the neces- 
sary shops, and the Town of Pullman was 
established.

In March, 1867, Mr. Pullman married Miss 
Hattie A. Sanger, daughter of Mr. James T. 
Sanger of Chicago. Their four children are: 
Florence Sanger, Harriet Sanger, George M., 
and Walter Sanger, the last two being twins.

| BEER TRUST STILL 
MAINTAINS A DEFIANT 
FRONT TO ITS REBELS. 


Annual Meeting Held witi the Recal- 
eitrants Not Represented—Oehne 
Says All Is Peace. 


A white collar of foam, typical of peace, 
is hovering over the Chicago and Milwaukee 
Brewers’ association and for the present 
there is no more likelihood of beer selling at 
$3 a barrel than there is for two schooners 
and a free lunch to retail for a nickel. That 
is what Theodore Oehne, President of the 
association, said at the close of the annual 
meeting yesterday, which lasted four hours 
and transacted nothing,but routine business. 
The routine business was so important, how- 
ever, that the yearly election was deferred. 
It probably will be héld soon, and then the 
terms of office of President Oehne, Secretary 
Ernest Fecker, and Treasurer Charles J. 
Vopicka will end. 

The Tosetti, Schoenhofen, and Fortune 
Bros. Brewing companies, which some time 
ago ceased to pay 1) cents a barrel into the 
treasury of the Brewers’ association, were 
not represented at the meeting. They failed 
to get the accounting they havé been de 
manding; and there is every prospect of a 
lawsuit over the guarantee fund which they 
say ought to amount to $1,000,000. 

‘The lawsuit which is predicted between 
the association and the Tosftti, Fortune. 
and Schoenhofen companies/is expected to 
lift the cloak off the trust. The pooling ar- 
rangement is not directly involved, but it 
probably will be drawn into the controversy. 
When the association was formed the sales 
for a certain month were taken as the stan- 
dard and each company was restricted to 
this allotment. In case it sells more than its 
pro rata, $3 a barrel must be turned into tne 
treasury to be distributed monthly to con- 

’ cerns failing to sell up to their allotmenis. 

In addition to this an amount equai to this 
month's sales was assessed against each 
brewery end placed in the hands of trustees 
to be-invested for the good ofall. For the 
first year this fund, amounting to perhaps 

„000, was increased by the addition of 
20 cents a barrel. After the trouble in which 
the Cooke concern figured this was cut to 10 
cents a barrel. 
Those who have been demanding an ac- 
counting from the trustees aver that part 
of this fund has been used to purchase idle 
-preweries, and they do not know in whose 
hands the title stands or in whose Interests 
these alleged purchases were made. It is

LOAN SOCIETY 
VOTES TO WIND UP. 


Stockholders Decide to Go Into Volun- 
tary Liquidation and Authorize 
the Directors to Act. 


At a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Mutual Union- Loan and Bullding. associa- 


tion held last evening at 2120 Archer avenue 


it was decided that the organization go into 
voluntary liquidation, and that this.action 
be accomplished by the directors of the ar- 


sociation. Stockholders representing 1,650 | 


out of 1,800 shares-of the association were 
present, and the action was taken by an 
almost unanimous vote. 

Last Friday an investigation of the associa- 
tion by the State Auditor culminated in the 
appointment of State Treasurer Henry L. 
Hertz as custodian. He was present at the 
meeeting, and reported an examination of 
the book accounts of the association showed 
a surplus of about $7,000. The resources, he 
said, were about 64.000 short, but the asso- 
ciation was reported to be solvent. 

After Mr. Hertz had been heard it was de- 
cided the liquidation should be voluntary, 
and the affairs of the association should not 
be taken into court. 

The appointment of the custodian was the 
direct cause of the call of the meeting. The 
stockholders say while it is true the asso- 
ciation. is embarrassed at present, if kept 
out of court it may be able to pay dollar for 
dollar. 

The formal resolution adopted was as fol- 
lows: 2 

„% Resolved, By the stockholders of the 
Mutual Union. Loan and Building. associa- 
tion, assembled pursuant to a notice by the 
State Auditor: 

“First, That the Mutual Union Loan and 
Building association go into voluntary liqui- 
dation. 


„ Second, That sald liquidation be accom- | 


plished by the directors of the association, 
and that they are authorized to engage in 


Uquidation at a cost not to exceed $1,500, 
and that said liquidation shall be satistac- 


tory to and approved by the Auditor of Pub- 
lic Accounts.“

The 
people of the State of Illinofs, the people of 
the United States, the people of the civilized 
world everywhere, will judge your regard 
for the law and your abhorrence of crime by 
the character of punishment you mete out 
upon this defendant.” 


PROGRESS OF MURDER TRIAL. 


State Outlines Its Circumstantial 
Evidence—Points for Defense— 
Story of the Vat. 


Luetgert’s preliminary examination began 
before Justice Kersten on May 22. Bicknese, 
Mrs. Luetgert’s brother, told of Luetgert’s 
indifference, old Frank Bialk told how Luet- 
gert had spent the night on which his wife 
disappeared cooking something in the middle 
vat, and the police disclosed the rings. Mrs. 
Agatha Tosch, Luetgert’s warm friend and 
proprietor of the saloon which he patronized 
most, declared to the police she believed him 
guilty of wife murder, and unexpectedly 
went on the stand and told how Luetgert 
had railed about his wife to her, and had 
said he wished she were dead. 

The only person from whom the police 
could not extract a word was Luetgert him- 
self. Sweatbox, persuasion, threats, and 
coaxing had no effect on him. No word was 
said about his efforts to make soft soap on 
the night his wife vanished, nor did he offer 
the slightest explanation to any one but his 
attorneys. Only when Mrs. Tosch repeated 
his threat that he would like to crush his 
wife did he utter a syllable. Then he sprang 
from his seat and cried but a denial. 


Charles Maeder’s Story. 

Charles Maeder, Luetgert’s engineer, was 
one of the witnesses at the examination. 
He told how he had discovered from across 
the street that smoke was coming from the 
factory chimney the Sunday afternoon after 
Mrs. Luetgert vanished, and how he re- 
marked that he guessed it was all up with 
him if Luetgert saw the smoke and knew 
he was off duty. Luetgert had ordered 
him, afterwards, not to say a word about 
the smoke. 

Maeder was counted one cf the State’s 
best witnesses. After the examination he 
also turned up missing one day, and it was 
afterwards learned he was in Germany. 
William Charles did not offer a word of ex- 
planation for Luetgert at the examination. 

Luetgert was held to the grand jury on 
May 1. He was penniless, and no one couid 
be found who wished to defend him. At- 
torney Arnold Tripp withdrew, from the case. 
Ex-Judge Vincent, Luetgert's attorney, 
tried to withdraw also, as he was not a 
criminal lawyer, but Luetgert induced hirn 
to remain. Luther Laflin Mills suggested 
his protégé, Albert Phalen, as assistant 
counsel, and preparations. were begun for 
the defense. 

Luetgert Is Indicted. 

Luetgert’s indictment by the grand jury 
on June 3 was hastened by the testimony of 
the servant, Mary Siemering, who told of 
her relations with Luetgert and circum- 
stances which she afterwards denied having 
testified to. 

Efforts were at once made for Luetgert’s 
release on $20,000 bonds, and there was a sec- 
ond examination on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings before Judge Gibbons. Bail, however, 
was denied, and Luetgert’s counsel asked for. 
an immediate trial. 

The trial was begun eight weeks ago, on 
Aug. 23. One hundred and forty veniremen 
had to be sumomned, and one week con- 
sumed before twelve jurymen were secured. 
Most of the veniremen were challenged or 
excused because they already had formed an 
opinion, and nearly every one examined tried 
frantically for anexcuse. On Monday, Aug. 

Diedrich Bicknese, the first witness for 
the prosecution, was put on the stand. . 


Surprise by the Son. 

Louis Luetgert, the 12-year-old son of the 
prisoner, was one of the State’s earliest 
witnesses. He recited the occurrences of 
the night of May 1, and told a powerful story 
for the prosecution, but on cross-examina- 
tion there was a surprise for the State. 
The boy announced that at 2 o’clock in the 
morning of May 2, when. according to the 
State, Mrs. Luetgert’s body was being de- 
stroyed in the vat, he heard a “ rustling °’ 
in the house, and a voice which he believed 
was his mother’s. Young Luetgert ac- 
knowledged he had suddenly recollected this 
in the office of Luetgert’s attorneys, and the 
State flatly charged the Luetgerts’ attor- 
neys had manufactured the evidence. 

Luetgert’s threats, his statement that he 
would like to crush his wife, and that he re- 
gretted calling a doctor for her when she 
was ill, that the dead, rotten beast would 
have croaked,” were recounted by Mrs. 
Agatha Tosch. Bialk told of Luetgert’s un- 
explained actions the night his wife van- 
ished, and then the State disclosed how the 
potash came in the vat. 

Frank Odorofsky and Jacob Lavandowsky, 
two laborers about the factory, told startling 
stories of breaking the potash into small 
pieces, burning their hands and faces, and 
putting it in the vat under Luetgert's orders. 
They described the sticky, slimy stuff on the 
basement floor the morning after the alleged 


murder, when Luetgert had partly flushed 


the vat by means of a hose. 

Neighbors and relatives of the Luetgerts 
testified to the bitter quarrels between 
them, and Luetgert's employés related how 
Mary Siemering, his servant, had visited 
him at the factory at unseemly hours. The 
salesman from whom Luetgert bought the 
potash testified to Luetgert’s explanations, 
and that not a word had been said that he 
intended making soap with it. 

It was shown that when Luetgert sent old 
Frank Bialk to a distant drug store for 
Hunyadi water while he was busy at the 
vat, there were fifty bottles of Hunyadi 


water in the factory.

ed as part of a human skull. A badly 
mutilated bone from the engine-room was 
identified positively by Dr. Dorsey as part 
— a human thigh bone, and from the size 
of these fragments the experts expressed the 
belief they were from the same individual, 
and that individual probably a woman. 

Luetgert's attorneys caused two entire 
human bodies to be cooked in the middle 
vat and parts of several others, to see 
whether crude potash would destroy them 
as the State claimed. 

Corsetmakers identified the steels found in 
the furnace rakings as corset steels, and 
a the bony fragments the experts identi- 

ed the head of a human rib, a second piece 
of thigh bone, and a fragment of a human 


toe. 
As to the Bones. 

When the defense was begun a fight was 
made over the identity of the bones. Dr. 
Walter H. Allport declared the alleged hu- 
man thigh was part of a hog’s skeleton, and 
that the other bones were not human. 
Neither Dr. Allport nor the experts for the 
defense, who were chiefly veterinarians, 
were able to assign the bones to any animal 
with the exception of the thigh. 

William Charles, Luetgert’s closest friend, 
positively stated he had helped Luetgert 
dump four barrels of tallow and bones in 
the vat on the night of May 1 to make soap 
with, and other witnesses confirmed the 
claim of the defense that Luetgert was mak- 
ing soap on the night of May 1. 

Since Luetgert’s arrest the claim has been 
made that Mrs. Luetgert has appeared in 
at least 100 different cities, from Nebraska 
to New York City. Some of these were in- 
vestigated, and in every case but one the 
claim was quickly exploded. That was the 
defense’s assertion that Mrs. Luetgert was 
seen at Kenosha, and in the opinion of the 
State it was never shown Mrs. Luetgert was 
there. As many witnesses, and more repu- 
table ones, saw the strange woman there 
and were sure she was not Mrs. Luetgert. 

In all, over 200 witnesses testified during 
the eight weeks of the trial. The total cost 
is estimated at $18,000. | 


LUETGERT’S RISE IN BUSINESS. 


Personality, Habits, Dogs, and Influ- 
ence Make Him an Object of In- 
terest to Neighbors. . 


Luetgert, king of the sausagemaking 
industry, has been the cbject of talk 
and speculation for the last ‘five years. 
His unique personality, his queer hab- 
ite, his half wild dogs, his giant stat- 
ure, and the millions of pounds of 
Sausage that were carted away from 
his great factory at Diversey and Hermitage 
avenues made the Germans and Poles of 
his neighborhood call him a king. 

They gave him a wide berth when he went 
along the sidewalk with his Great Dane 
dogs panting after him. When he spoke 
to them they pulled off their hats. He em- 
ployed more men than any one for almost 
a mile around, and the neighborhood looked 
on his factory as the place where all the 
money in circulation originated. 

Millions of pounds of sausage were carted 
away from the huge brick buildings and 
sent all over the country, and the people 
about the factory conceived wild ideas of 
Luetgert’s wealth. It was told dround that 
he was a millionaire. His wealth was pil- 
ing up so fast he did not know where to put 
it, they said. 

These people never had heard that Luet - 
gert put every cent he owned into his big 
plant and that he had borrowed money to 
complete it. The Polish and German la- 
borers in the neighborhood did not know 
that to sell millions of pounds of sausages 
requires thousands of dollars of capital. 

Luetgert built the best house in the neigh- 
borhood, but no one appeared to envy his 
wife. Luetgert’s employés noticed that in 
spite of the domestics who worked at the 
house Mrs. Luetgert toiled early and late, 
and spent little of her husband’s earnings. 
She saved with him that his business might 
prosper. 

During the twenty years since Luetgert 
and Louise Bicknese were married in St. 
John’s Lutheran Church, La Salle avenue 
and Ohio street, where her gold wedding ring 
was first worn, Mrs. Luetgert had toiled 
with her husband and had planned with 
him. Luetgert was a prosperous saloon- 
keeper when they were wedded, and Louise 
Bicknese was a pretty German domestic, 
who knew scarcely a word of English. 


Thrifty and Not Happy. 

Luetgert’s saloon business was highly 
profitable. He and his wife were thrifty. 
They were not happy, but both were 
anxious to get rich, and Mrs. Luetgert 
scrubbed, and was content to live in small 
rooms over the saloon while the profits 
plled up. The saloon was located in Web- 
ster avenue. This was in 1880. 

At last Luetgert and his wife had saved 
enough money to buy out a meat route, and 
Luetgert gave up his saloon. The family 
went to live over the market, and this pros- 
pered better than the saloon had done, 

Luetgert began by peddling meat at the 
back doors of his friends’ homes. He saw 
possibilities in sausagemaking, and grad- 
ually he went into the business of making 
summer sausages. At first this was carried 
on in a back room of the market. Aftera 
while it outstripped the regular meat busi- 
ness, and Luetgert saw business and profits 
come in almost faster than he could take 
care of them. The factory was located then 
in Sheffield avenue, near Diversey. 

Six years ago Luetgert and his wife, by 
hard work and scant living, had saved $80,- 
000. The sausage business was still grow- 
ing, and both had visions of a business that 
would rival the Armours. 

Differ on Business Plans. 

Luetgert and his wife had widely different 
notions as to how large a sausage plant 
ought to be built. Luetgert had visions of 
a six-story building, with railroad tracks 
running to it and loaded cars at the doors. 
Mrs. Luetgert wished her husband to invest 
$40,000 in the new plant and the balance of 
their savings in some other investment. 
Luetgert had his own way. 

Five years ago the land at Diversey ave- 
nue and the Northwestern railroad tracks 
was secured by Luetgert, and the largest 
sausage works in the country erected. The 
huge six-story brick buliding at that time 
loomed up on the prairie for several miles 
around and became the center of a cluster 
of small frame houses. Luetgert's sausage- 
making was transferred to the new plant. 
and he bounded into an immense businéss 
at the start. His competitors through the 
country also denominated him the ** sausage 

n Ses j 
gg the year of the World’s Fair Luet- 
gert cleared $75,000 from his sausage busi- 
ness. At that time he was reputed to be 
worth about $300,000. Mrs. Luetgert, it is 
said, never ceased to chide her husband for 
putting all his savings in the plant, even 
when profits piled up with dazzling swift- 
ness. 

When Luetgert bounded into his great 
business he also bounded into popularity 
in the neighborhood. He was pointed out 
as the most prosperous German in the 
northwestern part of the city, who had 
made all his money in fifteen years, and 
as he relaxed from his frugal habits he 
found plenty of friends willing to help him 
relax still more. His popularity was not 
confined to his own sex. 9 

Trouble in Family, 

Mrs. Luetgert, with the most comfortable 
house for a mile around, was not envied, 
however. When she saw the change in her 
husband's habits she fretted and chided, tin 
Luetgert finally went to live among his 
dogs in the factory. He fitted upa sleeping- 
room in his office, and his bulky frame never 
was seen in the house except at méal times. 

Luetgert had invested practically every 
penny he and his wife saved in his sausage 
plant. He borrowed almost as much more 
to complete it, and as most of his business 


in the main ignorant Poles and Germans, 
most of them unable to speak English. The 
grocery and retail market which were run 
in connection with the sausage factory, 
however, gave employment to a number of 
intelligent men, among them Fred Miller, 
Mrs. Luetgert’s nephew. ; 

Financial ruin stared Luetgert in the face 
by the middle of April. The sausagemaker 
and his wife saw that the factory was al- 
most certain to pass into the hands of the 
Sheriff, for notes were falling due, there 
was no income to pay them from. and 
butchers and market men who were in Luet- 
gert's debt were unable to help him out of 
difficulty in the hard times. Mrs. Luetgort, 
who had seen her advice thrown to the 
winds, and her dire predictions all come 
true, lost no opportunity to scold her hus- 
band for his folly.. The reports of the Luet- 
gert family disturbances increased through- 
out the neighborhood and were the object 
of many conferences among Mrs. Luet- 
gert’s relatives. 

Luetgert’s social habits, in which, it was 
said, his wife was not included, were be- 
lieved to be at the bottom of all the diffi- 
culty. His friendship for Christine Feldt, 
Mary Siemering, and Mrs. Agatha Tosch, it 
is said, had changed his wife into a per- 


petual scold. - 4

Mayor Harrison last evening sent in to the 
City Council the names of the four Alder- 
men given who, with himself, will form the 
committee appointed to inquire into the 
conditions of street railway properties in 
Chicago with a view of obtaining informa- 
tion on which to frame legislation under 
the provisions of the Allen law. He wil! call 
the committee together some time this week, 
when a policy and course of procedure will 
be determined upon. 

The more important work done by the 
Council was as follows: 

Appropriated $150,000 for the extension of the 
city’s electric lighting system. 

Refused to consider a protest against the manner 
in which the votes in the Seventh Ward has been 
recounted. 

Forbade the maintenance of billboards within 
400 feet of parks or boulevards. 

Received the report of Alderman Mangler’ s com- 
mittee to investigate the School board. 

Referred an ordinance to purchase reversionary 
interest of the Hayes heirs in Union Park. 

Ordered the names of all city employés 


published. 

Asked Governor Tanner to incorporate school 
board legislation in any call for a special! session of 
the General Assembly. 


List of Veto Messages. 

Mayor Harrison opened the proceedings 
with a long list of veto messages. The more 
important ones were a refusal to approve 
the ordinance providing for the publication 
of the special ordinances of the city on 
account of the cost and a veto of the pro- 
vision for a drillmaster for the police force 
on the ground such an officer would be en 
expensive luxury. The Mayor also vetoed 
the order allowing the Commissioner of 
Public Works to issue permits for storm 
doors and suggested the Commissioner of 
Buildings was the proper officer. The vetoes 
were all concurred in. 


Controller Waller sent in a communication 


saying it was much cheaper for the city to 
operate its own electric lights than to hire 
them, and offered, if given $150,000, to great- 
ly increase the city’s plant and extend it 
to territory now lit by gas or gasoline. The 
money was voted him, Aldermen Martin, 
Fitch, and Tuite alone objecting, without 
debate. 
Protest from Ficke. 

E. Burritt Smith, attorney for Henry 
Ficke, the contestant for Alderman Mur- 
phy’s seat from the Seventh Ward, sent in 
a protest against the manner in which the 
subcommittee of the Elections committee 
had canvassed the vote of that ward in the 
recent recount. It alleged fraud on the part 
of the subcommittee, said it had allowed 
but one tallykeeper, a man named Fitz- 
gerald, who was incompetent and untrust- 
worthy, and who credited to Murphy votes 
cast for Ficke,” and asserted the recount 
had not complied with the writ of man- 
damus of the Supreme Court. 

Alderman. Brenner wanted the protest 
sent to the Committee on Elections, but 
Alderman O’Brien, who was one of the sub- 
committee, insisted. it be placed on file, and 
that was done—5S7 to in spite of the re- 
mark of Alderman Harlan that he would 
suppose the members of the subcommittee 
would court inquiry of such serious charges. 


Walsh-Revere Contst. 


Chairman McCarthy of the Committee on 
Elections had prepared during the afternoon 
a report in the Seventeenth Ward case in 
which James Walsh was recognized as 
elected Alderman in place of, Steve 
Revere, but he did not present it as it was 
not signed by a majority of the committee, 
It is, however, expected next week. 

Alderman Kimbell put in an order, which 
was referred to the Committee on Judiciary, 
providing that all city contractors’ bonds 
over $1,000 be signed by some surety com- 
pany. 

Alderman McCarthy sent in a petition to 
the Track Elevation committee to open cer- 
tain streets under the Western Indiana 
tracks in the Twenty-eight Ward. The mo- 
ment Alderman Coughlin heard a railway 
company’s name mentioned he insisted it 
should go to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys, and there it went—37 to 25—in spite 
of the fact it was track elevation business. 


Limitation on Billboards. 


Alderman Hirsch introduced and the Coun- 
cil passed an ordinance forbidding the main- 
tenance of a bill board or advertising sign 
over three feet in height within 400 feet of 
any park or boulevard. Mayor Harrison 
says he will veto this order on the ground 
it interferes with existing leases and con- 
tracts. 

Alderman Mangler sent in the report of 
the special committee to investigate the 
City Board of Education. It was read and 
placed on file.

New Fighters and More Words 
in Bit and Spur Battle. 


PORTER ENTERS LISTS. 


Woodlawn Park Club President 
Repudiates the Crusade. 


MAYOR HAS HIS “SAY” ALSO. 


The war against the proposed Bit and Spur 
club waged by the Hyde Park Frotective 
association became a three-cornered affair 
yesterday when President G. J. M. Porter 
of the Woodlawn Park club challenged the 
right of Mr. Riggs and his associates to use 
the name of that club in connection with 
the citizens’ anti-blind pig meeting that is 
to be held in the hall of the clubhouse on 
Friday evening. 

“Mr. Riggs has caused it to be generally 
understood that the Woodlawn Bark club is 
interested in the fight against the Bit and 
Spur club.“ said Mr. Porter. Such is far 
from the fruth. The club is mergly a social 
organization, and whatever the private opin- 
ions of its members may be, the club as an 
institution is not identified or connected 
with the movement headed by Mr. Riggs. 
Had Mr. Riggs been honest he would have 
worded his interviews and circulars so as to 
leave no doubt on the subject. Mr. Riggs 
has merely secured our hall, that is all there 
is to it.“ 


Mr. Riggs Back at Him. 


Mr. Riggs expressed great surprise when 
informed of the attitude assumed by Presi- 
dent Porter. Said he: Our circular was 
perhaps carelessly worded, but that is all. 
We have had no intention of drawing the 
Woodlawn Park club into this fight at all. 
Now as for Mr. Porter, let me say this much. 
I and others resigned from the Woodlawn 
Park club when Mr. Porter became its Presi- 
dent because we refused to be members of 
a club that had for its executive officer an 
ex-saloonkeeper. Mr. Porter not long ago 
was the proprietor of a saloon on Dearborn 
street, the site of the present. Marquette 
Building. Five years ago Mr. Porter was 
active in circulating a petition looking 
toward the repealing of the prohibition laws 
of Hyde Park, and again he was the person 
who advocated the placing of a bar in the 
Woodlawn Park club. | 

Riggs’ Associate Talks. 


At the office of the horse show in the Sher- 
man House yesterday Mr. Logan réfused to 
make any statement for publication. The 
press agent of the show referred reporters 
to Mr. Porter and to Lutellus Smith, agent 
of the New York Life Insurance company. 
Mr. Smith said: “‘ Mr. Riggs is ambitious 
for newspaper notoriety, and it makes littie 
@fference to him what cause he is fighting 
for, he is always fighting and always anx- 
ious to see his name in print. He was driven 
out of the Woodlawn Park club because he 
tried to run it, and I understand the club 
members are angry at his assuming fhe 
right to speak for the club in this fight 
against the Bit and Spur club. I am con- 
nected with the same company as Mr. Riggs 
is, and consequently I cannot afford to 
speak my opinions too freely.” 

“It is apparent,” said President Thomas 
Hall of the Hyde Park Protective assocla- 
tion, that the accusations made against 
Mr. Riggs will have absolutely no effect on 
the public. Mr. Riggs is a gentleman, brave 
in his convictions, and above any calumny 
that can be attempted against him.“ 


Mayor and an Ex-Alderman. 


Mayor Harrison was considerably vexed 
yesterday at several recent alleged inter- 
views of Mr. Riggs, and in speaking of the 
matter said: : 

“Extend my compliments to Geargs W. 
Riggs and tell him that he talks too much.

WILL START A CATHOLIC DAILY, 


Project of the Hierarchy to Have a 
Representative Newspaper in 
This Country. 


Washington, D. C., Oct: 18.— [Special. 
The meeting of the Archbishops compos- 
ing the Catholic hierarchy will occur at the 
Catholic University here Oct. 20. One of 
the principal points the prelates will con- 
sider will be the establishment of a Catholic 
daily to be under the direct control of the 
episcopate. The third council of Baltimore 
held in 1886 especially enjoined the Bishops 
to establish such an organ, but until now 
no opportunity has presented. It is under- 
stood the Archbishops now think the time 
ripe for this venture. During the summer 
a quiet canvass was made, and nearly 200,- 
000 Catholics have subscribed for the pro- 
posed publication. It is said that while no 
details have been decided, it is known that 
the paper will be published simultaneously 
in New York and Chicago. The Archbishops 
will make the final arrangements and ap- 
point certain of their number as an Ex- 
ecutive committee to carry the plan forward. 
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'LOVERING HAS A CHOICE. 


COURT-MARTIAL ORDERED If HE 
FAILS TO ASK FOR AN INQUIRY, 


Secretary of War Alger Instructs Gen- 
eral Brooke What to Do—Activity 
at the Headquarters of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri Seem Pre- 
cursive of a Hearing—Congressman 
Mann Ready toe Aid an Investiga- 


tion. 


Secretary of War Alger has instructed 
General Brooke to order a court-martial for 
the trial of Captain Lovering on the ques- 
tion of his cruelty to Private Hammond re- 
cently at Fort Sheridan. This course is to 
be pursued, according to the Secretary of 
War, unless Captain Lovering himeelf asks 
for a court of inquiry. 

In the meantime the prospect for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the condition of 
the private soldier in the army of the United 
States looms up more and more. 

Congressman James R. Mann yesterday 
declared himself in favor of Congressional 
action in case the army authorities fail to 
ventilate the matter thoroughly and to pun- 
ish Captain Lovering in proportion to his 
offense. 

Whether Captain Lovering will avail him- 
self of the option of a court of inquiry or 
will prefer to be tried by a court-martial 
without further ado was not made public. 
General Brooke said: 

„1 shall have nothing to give out for pub- 
lication today. I have nothing whatever to 
Say. 

Captain J. W. Richards, General Brooke's 
aid, was more communicative. ‘ If a court- 
martial is ordered the order will be pub- 
lished,” he assured the newspaper men who 
called on General Brooke. 

General Brooke was more than usually 
busy. He was in consultation with various 
subordinates most of the afternoon, and 
from appearances was engaged in making 
up a list of officers at other posts in the De- 
partment of the Missouri, who, it is be- 
lieved, will take part in the trial of Captain 
Lovering. 

Adjutant General Sheridan had precisely 
as much information for the public as Gen- 
eral Brooke. 

“In case an order from Washington re- 
garding the Lovering case arrived here it 
would in all probability go to General 
Brooke. In the course of time it might 
come into my hands,“ he said. | 

Congressman Mann is not a believer in 
Congressional investigations as a rule, but 
he said: If the War department does 
not make a thorough investigation of the 
Fort Sheridan outrage I shall favor steps 
looking to an inquiry, but I do not think 
there is any defect in the army regulations. 
If Iam not mistaken, there is no doubt, ac- 
cording to all accounts, that Captain Lov- 
ering has been guilty of a flagrant violation 
of the army regulations, and that his con- 
duct is excused or palliated by his superiors 
on the ground of gréat provocation. The 
case would appear to be one for the army 
authorities to deal with. 

* do not believe in having a Congression- 
al investigation every time something goes 
wrong in one of the executive departments. 
There would be no end to investigations. 
But if there is a failure to try and properly 
punish whoever is guilty Congress should 
take action. 

According to the published*reports, in- 
cluding Captain Lovering’s admission of the 
essential facts of the case, if General Alger 
has been properly quoted, the affair was 
horribly brutal. Flogging has \been abol- 
ished in the navy and such punishments 
should not be tolerated in the army: 

“The plain truth of the matter seems to 
be the whole army needs shaking up from 
top to bottom. It would be a good thing 
to cut the appropriation down about one- 
half and ‘fire’ half the officers. There is 
certainly no excuse for not cashiering an 
officer who resorts to Indian warfare and 
orders the torture of enlisted men.“ 


ARMY MILK SUPPLY INQUIRY. 


General Investigation Brings Out a 
Report Thét the Fort Sheridan 
Conditions Are Bad. 


— 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.— [Special. 
Army surgeons at all the military posts have 
been instructed to make a thorough exam- 
ination of the conditions which govern the 
milk supply at the posts. The Surgeon 
General has received a report from the sur- 
geon at Fort Sheridan, III., in which it ds al- 
leged that the surroundings of the milk sup- 
ply at that post are a menace to the health 
of the garrison. Much the same conditions 
which exist at Fort Sheridan are supposed to 
exist at the posts in other large cities, and 
it is believed at the War department that 
some of the Illness at the posts may be 
traceable to this source. At any rate, a 
thorough examination has been ordered to 
ascertain what danger lurks in the milk 
supply of the posts.. . 

Assistant Judge Advocate General Thomas 
F. Barr, who has been on duty in the De- 
partment of the East for a number of years, 
has been ordered to Chicago to relieve Lieu- 
tenant Colonel John W. Clous as Judge Ad- 
vocate of the Department of the Missouri. 
These officers will exchange stations, for 
Colonel Clous will be located at New York 
City after Nov. 15, 1897. 


BERZ MUST HAVE COUNSEL. 


Judge Dunne Issues Injunction Re- 
straining County Board from Allow- 
ing Attorney to Defend Coroner. 


Judge Dunne of the Circuit Court yester- 
day issued an injunction restraining the 
County board from allowing the County At- 
torney to defend any suit begun against 
Coroner George Berz arising from the dis- 
position of dead bodies. The court also re- 
strained the board from making any appro- 
priation for the purpose of assisting the 
Coroner in these legal troubles. The com- 
plainant in the case is A. B. Perrigo, one of 
the undertakers who has clashed with the 
Coroner, ahd who was arrested Oct. 11, be- 
fore Justice Woods, charged with interfer- 
ing with the Coroner in the performance of 
his duties, which case is now pending. Mr. 
Perrigo recites in his bill all the past trouble 
arising between the Police department and 
the Coroner in regard to the disposition of 
bodies. 

He sets up the opinion of Corporation 
Counsel Thornton to the effect thatthe 
only control the Coroner has over a body is 
for the purpose of holding an inquest, and not 


recites the order issued by Chief Kipley, di- 
recting police officers to take dead bodies 
to the nearest licensed undertaker. 

Charges are also mado that the Coroner 
receives commissions from the keepers of 
the branch morgues he has designated. Sev- 
eral other allegations are also made.

Head of Physics Department, Whe 
Discovered Practical Method of 
Making Light Waves Regulate the 
Length of the Meter as Basis of 
Measurement for the World, R- 
quested to Represent America in 
International Body at Paris. 


Professor A. A. Michelson, head professor 
of physics at the University of Chicago, who 
isa member of many scientific and philosoph- 
ical societies, has been made a member of 
the International Committee of Weights and 
Measures. This committee is composed of 
one member from each of the following 
nations: France, Germany, England, hus- 
sia, United States, Italy, Austria, Sweden,

The purpose of the committee is to propose 
and cause the adoption of a uniform system 
of weights and measures for the world. ‘The 
French government has set aside a tract of 
land in the Pare St. Cloud which is inter- 
national and which includes laboratories and 
residences for the staff of the International 
Bureau of Weights ani Measures. The bu- 
reau investigates and makes verifications 
and comparisons of standards for all na- 
tions. 

The idea of using the length of a light 
wave to regulate the length of the meter 
was proposed twenty-five years ago by Dr. 
Gould, the famous astronomer, but until re- 
cently no practical method of carrying out 
this idea was advanced. About five years 
ago Professor Michelson discovered a prac- 
tical method for putting the idea into 
practice. 

The International committee immediately 
invited Professor Michelson to institute a 
series: of experiments at the international 
bureau at Paris. 
length of the lega! meter in terms of the 
length of light waves, which are absolutely 
malterable. Should it unfortunately happen 
that the meter and all its copies should be 
simultaneously destroyed they could now be 
replaced by one containing the same number 
of light waves as the present one.

YERKES’ BIG TELESCOPE. 


OPENING OF THE DEDICATORY EX- 
ERCISES AT THE OBSERVATORY. 


Large Party of Chicagoans at Will- 
jams Bay, Wis.—Gathering of E- 
perts from Many Localities—Euaro- 
pean Representation—Leading Uni- 
versities Send Delegates—Fine Con- 
dition of the Observatory—Spectra 
of Fixed Stars the Study. 


Williams Bay, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Special.]— 
The series of exercises connected with the 
dedication of the Yerkes observatory of the 
University of Chicago commenced this even- 
ing. The attendance was not large. It was 
only about thirty, including the resident vro- 
fessors, but the list of visitors was aug- 
mented by fifty arrivals on the train which 
reached Williams Bay from Chicago near 
nightfall. Jt is expected to be furtier in- 
creased tomorrow. 

Professor Runge of Germany was the only 
foreigner present at the preliminary meet- 
ing; but a paper was read on behalf of Dr. 
Arthur Schuster of Manchester, England, 
who was here recently, but was obliged to 
leave for home before the meeting. Also 
, the veteran Sir William Huggins was repre- 
sented with an able paper, and the veteran 
Simon Newcomb, recently retired from the 
control of the American Nautical Almanac, 
came on his crutches to help in the exercises. 

The skies were badly overcast all day and 
it was feared that the chanees for good 
observing weather during the rest of the 
week were only poor. This time of the year 
is perhaps one of the worst in the neighbor- 
hood of Lake Geneva for good seeing. The 
clouds cleared away towards 7 o'clock and 
permitted the evening program to be carried 
out. 

Telescope in Fine Order. 


The monster telescope was in perfect work- 
ing order. 

The first meeting of the series was of the 
editors of the Astrophysical Journal, the 
list of whom is headed by Professor Hale, 
the chief of the Yerkes observatory staff. 
It was presided over by Professor E. C. 
Pickering of the Cambridge observatory, 
which this time, as nearly thirty six years 
ago, found Chicago taking the best tele- 
scope in world, just as the Boston folks had 
wakened up to a resolve to purchase it. 
The meeting was attended by all the visit- 
ors, they being courteously invited not only 
to be present, but to take part in the pro- 
ceedings. 

The first question was in regard to a pro- 
position to reverse in the Journal the pres- 
ent method of placing the red end of spec- 
trum at the right end of maps, and of putting 
the shorter wave lengths at the top of tabu- 
lar statements of wave length when meas- 
ures of such are published. Some of the 
speakers, and Dr. Schuster in his letter, 
seemed to think that, in the language of 
Mr. Toots, the matter is of not much con- 
sequence, and it was formally agreed to 
retain the present method unless in cases 
where the contrary plan is desired by the 
writers of articles. The subject of relative 
intensities of light rays was passed by with- 
out even an informal vote, and then it was 
asked if any action should be taken in re- 
gard to reproductions of the now very scarce 
durchmusterung star charts. The Editorial 
board was recommended to consider the 
subject, with reference to a possible under- 
taking of the work by American astron- 
omers if thosg who have the matter in hand 
in Germany continue to exhibit the slowness 
manifested by them during the last few 
years. 

The meeting then resolved itself into a 
conference to consider any topics that might 
be suggested as of interest to the practical 
workers in the observatory. The principal 
matter discussed was that contained in the 
letter from Dr. Huggins, which was accom- 
panied by charts showing the principal 
features in the spectra of several of the 
fixed stars, the list including some of those 
in the trapezium pf Orion, Beta in Lyra, a 
new star in the Swan, and one which, al- 
though a star of the second magnitude, had 
to be identified by a search of the map be- 
fore the astronomers talking about it were 
sure of its correct naming. 

The spectra of some of these, as obtained 
at different times in the last four years, 
leave no room to doubt that the relative 
positions of the bright and of the absorption 
lines are subject to change. Dr. Huggins 
noted the exceedingly suggestive fact that in 
the cases of some stars which are optically 
double, and perhaps binary, the larger star 
would appear to be in the more advanced 
stage of development. 


Pickering’s Illustrated Talk. 

In the evening Professor Pickering gave 
an illustrated talk on variable stars, dwell- 
ing especially upon work done in this direc- a 
tion at the Cambridge observatory, and 
speaking more particularly of star clusters. 
One of the newest facts in observational 
astronomy is the wide range of variability 
displayed by the stars. In one a seventh 
part of the group are found to be variable, 
while the great globular cluster in Her- 
cules hardly contains a single variable. 

Then the party went up-stairs to the big 
telescope, which was used by Professors 
Barnard and Burnham to show a selected 
list of close doubles. One of these is what 
used to be called the companion to Gamma 
in Andromeda, but now is known to consist 
of a couple of points of light separated by 
an angle of only about two-fifths of a sec- 
ond of arc, this corresponding to the ap- 
parent diameter of a single foot seen with 
the naked eye at the distance of twenty 
miles. It was expected that Professor Wads- 
worth would exhibit the application of inter- 
ference methods to astronomical measure- 
ments, but part of his apparatus was miss- 
ing and the seeing grew poor, for which 
reasons this part of the program was de- 
ferred till another occasion. 

The arrangements for taking care of the 
visitors are ample. Professor Hale meets 
the incoming trains with a procession of 
buses and hacks and the visitors are taken 
direct to the observatory. 

Professor Pickering said this was all the 
more interesting in view ot the recently 
advanced theory by Dr. See in regard to 
tidal action as connected with evolution. 
Of course, the star which appears to be 
the larger is not necessarily so, our only 
test in the case being one of relative bright- 
ness, and two objects are not necessarily 
connected because they are in the same 
line of sight from the earth, but some are 
known to be actually near each other, and 
the fact noted may possibly lead up to new 
discoveries of relation. Professor Pickering 
stated that recent work done in the south- 
ern heavens has shown at least two cases of 
doubleness, as indicated by the spectra of 
the stars, though they have not been seen 
as double by observing in the old way, and, 
of course, are not known to be revolving 
around each other. In addition to this, he 
reported that a new variable star in the 
Swan gives some of the hydrogen lines 
brightest on the side of greatest wave length 
in the spectrum.

Poultney Bigelow. Kruger's remark- 

able career and of President Steyn's states- 
manlike personality. 

But how comes it that we have scarcely 
more than a mention of Ceci! Rhodes, the 
colossus of south Africa? Does Mr. Bige- 
low mean to imply an indirect censure of the 
millionaire instigator of the Jameson raid 
to the effect that he is not a White man? 

There is one good feature of these books 
made by taking flying trips through forei 
countries. The authors, when once safe @t 
home, can deal in personalities with al t 
as much safety of life and limb as they c 
if they were ecommenting on Nero's weak- 
ness for bonfires or on Nebnchadnezgar’s 
taste for greens. This fact has enabled Mr. 
Bigeiow to secure the confidence of Oom 
Paul Kruger to the extent of getting from 
him more of his personal history than he 
had ever given any previous interviewer. 
end then to compare him unfayorably with 
another man and to say: 

Again we are reminded of the contrast between 
the two Boer Presidents—Kruger, who can barely 
write his name, and would not know what to do 
with a library, save as the means of lighting his 
big pipe; Steyn, a statesman, strengthened, like 
Kruger, by familiarity with the people and the 
forms of popular government, but whose mind 16 
liberally stored with the knowledge acquired from 
contact with the minds of other countries and other 
ages.. Kruger is today a political anachronism; 
Steyn understands the movement about him and 
works for the future. 

President Steyn is the head of the Orange 
Free State and Mr. Kruger of the Trans- 
vaal. Mr. Bigelow has much admiration 
for the sturdy personality of Kruger, but 
he thinks Steyn is the greatest statesman 
in Africa, and is destined to be the head of 
the United States of South Africa when the. 
time comes for such a federation. In Mr. 
Bigelow’s opinſon the Jameson raid, while 
temporarily stirring up deep suspicion and 
animosity between the Boer and English 
elements, is at the same time doing much to 
draw all the colonies together in a common 
impulse of self-protection.

Mr. Bigelow's rehash of the Jameson epi- 
sode adds little that is new, but his sketch 
of President Kruger throws light both upon 
the nature of the provocation that partly 
excused the raid and upon the mildness of 
the punishments finally inflicted. Paul 
Kruger is an almost illiterate hunter and 
ranchman, whose one book is the Bible, and 
whose marvelous physical powers still make 
him at the age of 70 the forceful embodi- 

ent of the ideas of a generation now past 
nd gone. But one forgets the man’s stub- 
born conservatism and intolerance for new 
ideas in reading of the exciting exploits that 
have raised him to the just eminence of 
leadership. 

Kruger was but 7 years of age when he 
shot his first big game—an age when most 
children could scarcely raise a gun, much 
less aim it steadily. His boyhood was spent 
as a nomad—trecking from place to place 
with large herds of oxen and sheep. At 11 
years of age he had killed his first lion, and 
at 13 he was fighting for his country in bat- 
tle. The splendid physique of the man may 
be guessed from these facts. Some of his 
feats of acrobatics and of prowess are al- 
most incredible, though Mr. Bigelow says 
they are vouched for by friends and con- 
firmed by President Kruger himself. He 
was known to amuse himself by standing on 
his head upon his saddle while his horse 
galloped along. Once he was so delighted 
at having laid the ridge-pole beam of a new 
church that he climbed up to the highest 
point and stood there on his head to the 
alarm and scandal of the whole community. 
But, as an old friend explained, Kruger was 
not a wicked youth; it was, to be sure, an 
impious thing to do over a church, but it 
was done in sheer exuberance of spirits. 

->- 

Young Kruger could outrun a horse, as 
he proved once in a race of 800 yards. On 
another occasion he ran a foot race against 
the pick of the Kaffir chiefs, and got so far 
ahead that he began to look about for an 
antelope to bring into camp with him. See- 
ing through the tall grass a patch ofcolor 
that looked like a buck he pulled the trigger, 
but the gun missed fire, and there bounded 
up a huge lion. The two glared at cach 
other, and Kruger began slowly stepping 
backward. But the lion followed. Dark- 
ness was coming on. Mr. Bigelow tells the 
rest in these words: 

Slowly and cautiously Kruger prepared his mus- 
ket for a second shot. He raised, aimed, and 
pulled the trigger, but again there was only the 
snap of the cap, and Kruger saw himself face to 
face with a lion, and no weapon but the stock of 
a useless rifle. The last snap of the lock had so 
infuriated the wild beast that he made a spring 
into the air and landed close to Kruger’s feet—so 
close, indeed, that the earth was thrown up into 
his face, and he expected to be in the animal's 
grasp. He raised his gun to deal the animal a 
blow, but at this the lion retreated, glancing sul- 
lenly over his shoulder, until he was about fifty 
yards away; then, as though by a sudden im- 
pulse, the beast broke into a furious gallop and dis- 
appeared over the next hill. 

Another and still more remarkable story 
relates to a buffalo chase. Kruger was rid- 
ing hot on the trail of the huge beast when 
it suddenly fell head over heels into a wal- 
low. 

Kruger was on top of it in a moment, horse and 
rider and buffalo rolling pell-mell in the same 
big puddle. But Kruger was the first to collect 
his wits. He sprang at the head of the buffalo, 
seized both its horns in his hands, and while the 
beast lay upon its side twisted its neck so as to 
force its nose under water; and thus, after a strug- 
gle of sheer strength, Kruger killed the buffalo by 
drowning it. I had heard this stery already at 
Cape Town, but would not believe it until I had 
the President’s corroboration of this extraordinary 
feat. 

Mr. Bigelow’s book is by no means chiefly 
devoted to Oom Paul, but this is tertainly 
the most interesting chapter in the book. 
The author can say nothing bad enough 
about the Portuguese officials and nothing 
good enough about the British régime. He 
calls Natal a colonial paradise. He gives a 
chapter of negro stories that include a crude 
original of Joel Chandler Harris’ tale of 
Mr. Rabbit and the tar baby. All togcther 
Mr. Bigelow has brought together a thor- 
oughly readable collection of snap-shot im- 
pressions of South Africa, and the publish- 
ers have doubled the valve of the book with 
an abundance of good illustrations.
